The Postage Stamps of the United States

ISSUE OF 1857-60 (Continued) 

The Stamps of this issue differ from those of the 1851-55 issue only in that they 
ire perforated. This change, being merely a detail of manufacture, was effected with- 
ut legislation. There are, therefore, no official documents to reproduce. But the follow- 
ng bit of inside history may be somewhat interesting. It is extracted from a letter ad- 
dressed to the Commissioner of Internal Revenue on the subject of plates for revenue 
tamps: 


Letter Concerning Perforating and new Plates 


“Having been requested by Messrs. Butler & Carpenter to state such facts as might be 
within my knowledge in reference to a fair price to be charged for engraving stamp plates, 
1 beg leave to say that, as the business partner of my firm (Toppan, Carpenter & Co.,) I 
egotiated all the contracts in reference to Postage Stamps which were made with the 
tovernment from 1851 to 1861 (10 years) and, therefore, I have personal knowledge of what 
[ shall state. 

In 1857 the Postmaster General determined to introduce the perforation of Postage 
stamps. In order to do this it became necessary for us to make 3 new plates of 1 cent, 


i; plates of 3c, 1 plate of 5c, 1 plate of 10c, 1 piate of 12c and 1 plate of 24c, in all, 13 plates, 


esides a large outlay to procure the necessary machinery for perforating the stamps, and, in 
iew of the fact that our first contract with the Government would expire in about 4 months 
from that time and might not be renewed, we felt it to be necessary to protect ourselves 
gainst loss by asking that, in case the contract for furnishing Postage S‘amps should not be 
enewed with us at the end of our term, that in that case the Government should indemnify 
is from loss by paying us $500 for the engraving of each of the 13 plates, or $6,500 for the 
hole of the plates, and a further sum of $38,000 for the perforating machine with the 
ecessary machinery. This was promptly agreed to by the Postmaster General and a 
mtract to that effect was made and executed on the 6 Feb. 1857. The plates and perforat- 
ng machinery were, of course, to become the property of the Government, in the contingency 
f our losing the contract and the Government paying for the plates and machinery. 

I have given the above facts not only from my own recollection of them but from the 
mtract with the P. O. Department, which is before me.”

In an irregular panel at 
the top are the words “U. S. POSTAGE”, in two lines of white capitals; at the bottom in 
a panel, are the Arabic numerals“30”; on the two sides are the words “THIRTY” and 
“CENTS” respectively, in white capitals; at each of the four corners is a shield, placed 
obliquely, with fine radiations, and connected with ornate shaded scrolls, The two sides 
and the top of the stamp are enclosed by a fine double line, ending in six spear points.

NINETY CENTS. Portrait of Washington, in general’s uniform, after the painting 
by Trumbull, three-quarters face, on a very dark oblong ground with arched top. In 
a solid panel, conforming to the curve of this arch, are the words “U. S. POSTAGE” in 
white capitals, while at the bottom of the portrait, in a straight panel, with rounded 
ends, are the words “NINETY CENTS”. Connecting these two panels, and forming an 
oblong frame for the portrait, are scroll-work ornaments, resting on a sort of pedestal. 
Color, deep indig: olue.” 

Sizes 

The sizes of these stamps were: Twenty-four cents, 1914x25mm.; thirty cents, 
20x25mm.; ninety cents, 19x2442mm.

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Types of the Three-Cent Stamp 


THREE CENTS. Type II. The horizontal frame lines at top and bottom have been 
removed from both the transfer roll and the plate, On many specimens the side lines 
appear to be closer to the body of the design than on the imperforate stamps. 

Type I is known as the variety “with outer lines” and type II as the variety 
“without outer lines.” This, of course, refers only to the lines at the top and bottom 
f the stamps. 

Types of the Five-Cent Stamp 


FIVE CENTS. Type II. The outer line of color on the projecting ornaments at top 
and bottom has been cut away. This is usually spoken of as “ornaments partly re- 
moved.” 

Type III. The cutting has been carried still further and both the outer and inner 
lines and part of the colorless loops have been cut away. This variety is called “orna- 
ments entirely removed.” 

These types are from two different transfer rolls, though both occur on the same 
plate. They are arranged in horizontal rows, the first, third, sixth and tenth rows being 
of type II and the balance of the plate of type III. 


Types of the Ten-Cent Stamp 
TEN CENTS. Type VI or this stamp has not been noted in the perforated state, 
though it may exist. Type IV and V are those commonly found, while type I, I 
and III are much scarcer. 
Paper 
The paper used for this issue was thin, hard and brittle, much of it semi-trans- 
parent, white but usually tinted by the gum and often colored on the surface from 
poorly wiped plates, I have recently seen copies of the three cents (type II), on paper 
which showed faint laid lines. This appears to be much the same paper as was used for 
some values of the 1861-66 issue. 
The gum was thin and smooth and varied in color from yellow-white to almost 
yrown.

Imperforate and Part-Perforate Stamps 


It may be well to say here that no imperforate or part-perforate varieties of 
stamps which are normally perforate, will be listed in this work, except such as are 
known in pairs or blocks. Owing to defects in manufacture, stamps are frequently 
found which have such widely spaced perforations as to allow trimming by those who 
enjoy producing such fraudulent novelties. For this reason it seems best to refuse 
recognition to all varieties except such as are entirely beyond suspicion. 


Shades and Changelings 


The three cents of this and the preceding issue is frequently found in shades of 
brown and almost black. The thirty cents is also known in brown, These shades are 
merely the result of chemical changes, natural or artificial. The same discolorations 
occur in similar shades in other issues, They are largely due to what is commonly 
called “oxidization.” “Sulphuretting” would more correctly express the change. Stamps 
printed in mineral inks are particularly subject to such darkening of their colors, 
especially those in red and orange shades. 

The greenish shades of the twenty-four cents in this and the succeeding issue 
are due to the action of acids or strong sunlight. I am not certain that the twenty-four 
cents in dull reddish-lilac was ever issued as a stamp, I have seen copies, both imperf- 
orate and perforated, in old collections of proofs and essays and I am inclined to think 
it belongs in that category rather than among stamps. I have, however, no positive 
evidence to confirm this belief. 


The Black Thirty-Cent Stamp 


In addition to the above stamps and varieties the thirty cents is known printed 
in black. It is imperforate and on the regular paper. This has usually been regarded 
as a proof. But Mr. Francis C. Foster states that, at the time he obtained his copy, he 
was told that it was a stamp and had been in use, and that shortly afterwards he made 
inquiry at the Washington post office and was informed that it was actually on sale 
at that office for a few days but, because the cancellation did not show up well, the color 
was changed, However, it must be remembered that the twenty-four cents also exists 
in black, identical with this thirty cents in shade and paper, and copies of the five, 
twenty-four and ninety cents are known in various colors, imperforate and printed on 
the regular paper. It has never been claimed that these latter varieties are anything 
but proofs in trial colors. 

Plates ang Imprints 


Many of the plates of the 1851-55 issue were also employed for printing the 
stamps of the 1857-60 issue. The new plates are of the same dimensions as those of the 
preceding issue and have the imprint in the same position. The imprint, is with a few 
exceptions, of the second variety. The known exceptions are plates of the one, twelve, 
thirty and ninety cents, on which the imprint is “TOPPAN, CARPENTER & CO., PHILA- 
DELPHIA”, in small white-faced capitals, on a tablet of solid color with square ends. 
There is a thin colored line parallel to the top and sides of the tablet but none at the 
bottom, Below this there is, on the one cent “No. 12, P.”, on the three cents the numeral 
“3” only, and on the thirty and ninety cents “No. 1 P.”

On comparing this list with that of the plates of the 1851 issue it will be seen 
that plates 7, 8, and 9 of the three cents and plate 2 of the twelve cents are not listed. 
They exist, but it has been impossible to secure information which would correctly lo- 
cate them. Neither has it been possible to learn which plates of the three cents of 
type I were used for the perforated issue. It is probable that the name “Casilear” did 
not appear on any plates used for the perforated stamps, with the possible exception 
of the three cents of type I. 

The statistics of this issue are unfortunately, very incomplete, The following ex- 
tracts, taken from the annual reports of the Postmaster General, are all that can be 
supplied at present:

“Larger denominations of postage stamps have been adopted and introduced, especially 
for the purpose of affording requisite facilities to prepay the postage on letters to foreign 
countries, and of removing all excuses heretofore existing of paying such postages in money. 
The new denominations are twenty-four cents, thirty cents and ninety cents. The two latter 
have been introduced since July 1st last, and the sales up to November 1st have been as follows:

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Auction Prices 





Good prices were paid for early United 
tates stamps at the auction recently held 
y the Nassau Stamp Company, New York, 
iy Frank Crane, writing in the New York 
imes. Some of the prices were as fol- 
ws: For a slightly imperfect copy of 
1e rare 20-cent St. Louis postmaster issue 
f 1846 $450 was paid, and $438 was bid 
rr a defective copy of the 5-cent Brattle- 
ro postmaster stamp of 1846. <A beau- 
ful copy, unused, of the 5-cent, Septem- 
her, 1861, issue sold for $262. An inverted 
center 1-cent Pan-American issue, 1901, 
unused, sold for $141, and $215 was paid 
for the inverted center, 4 cents, marked 
“specimen.” 

A copy of the 4-cent imperforate of that 
issue, of which only sixteen are said to be 
‘nown, sold for $263 and an unused block 
’ twenty stamps of the 2-cent, type 1, 
917 issue, showing double printing on some 
ows and other peculiarities, sold for $480, 
A fine block of four of the 90-cent Navy 
Department, unused, brought $150. 

Blocks of four of the Navy 90-cent are 
rather scarce items. 


Mr. Crane writes that while recent 
auction prices have shown a very general 
reduction in values, well-conditioned United 
States stamps have consistently maintained 
a high level despite the lower price tend- 
eney in virtually all foreign issues. In the 
new Standard Postage Stamp Catalogue, 
just issued, for 1933 the moderately few 
advances are chiefly on United States 
tamps, most of them being twentieth- 
century issues.

With the 3-cent stamps in honor of 
William Penn and Daniel Webster, the 
United States Government will have issued 
no fewer than eighteen commemorative 
adhesive postage stamps since the first of 
the present year. This year exceeds all 
former years in this country in this type 
of stamps. Twelve of the new stamps 
were the Washington commemoratives, 
printing of which, with the exception of 
the 3-cent purple similar to the 2-cent 
stamp of the birthday issue, has recently 
ceased. In the change of color for the 
increased postage the commemorative dates 
were removed. 

The other four commemoratives were the 
Lake Placid Olympic games, Arbor Day, 
and the two values of the Los Angeles 
Olympic games issue. 


Washington Postmarks 


This is the Washington Period for Post- 
marks—to the very laudable end of creat- 
ing a collection of Postoffice Markings 
appertaining to Washington. 

There are numerous available recent 
cachets created around Washington Events, 
some from New York and others from 
other places, Some of these are wrongly- 
dated, but does that matter to a collector? 
It would seem not to. What if the Post- 
office Department does place a cachet on 
a cover indicating the postoftice of these 
United States had its beginnings after 
President Washington was inaugurated?

Line Postmark, indicating this was a Ken- 
tucky-Washington. There are known Wash- 
ington Straight Line Postmarks from 
Washington, N. Y., as also from Washing- 
ton, Conn. 

Incidently, a suggestion: If you do col- 
lect First Day Covers in Historic Events 
why not gather in something of that period? 
If you have, let us say, a recent Bryant 
Park Postoffice Cachet, why not have a 
letter that was sent forth from the Post- 
office of the Washington period? You may 
not be able to procure a Franked Cover 
sent by the Postmaster General, but you 
can procure a letter of the period, with the 
postal markings of the period. 

Make your modern commemorative covers 
tell their story. Buy them, but use them— 
properly, That is, if the genera] idea is 
to create a collection that will tend to b 
of general interest.

Is One of the Most Interesting

previously referred to the “Historical 
interest of a Presidential Frank,” but in 
my opinion there is more interest attached 
to the Franks of Cabinet Officers as some 
of them became President at a later date. 
There are several in their proper classifica- 
tion through this and continued articles that 
were more difficult to obtain than when 
Franked while President. 


The Washington postmark was altered 
almost every year and these variations will 
be seen by the illustrations on plates used 
in connection with this article, furthermore 
many of the covers bear manuscript dates 
which generally appear on back signifying 
when the letter was received by the ad- 
dressee or when a reply was made thereto. 


Many of the Franks illustrated have the 
letters attached, some of which are ex- 


tremely interesting and important, these of 
course show the full date in manuscript. 


Descriptions of Franks Illustrated 
PLATE 2 

Cover No. 1. SAMUEL MEREDITH—Franked 
while first Treasurer of the United States, 
1789-1801. He was also a Member of the Con- 
tinental Congress. 

Cover No. 2, OLIVER WOLCOTT, JR.— 
Franked while Comptroller of the Treasury. 

Cover No. 3, OLIVER WOLCOTT, JR— 
Franked while Secretary of the Treasury. 

Cover No. 4, HENRY KNOX—Franked while 
Secretary of War. He was also a General in 
the Continental Army during the Revolutionary 
War. 

Cover No. 5, TIMOTHY PICKERING—Franked 
while Secretary of State. (Refer to Plate 13. 
number 4.) 


Cover No. 6, JAMES McHENRY—Franked 
while Secretary of War. He was also a Member 
of the Continental Congress, Member of the 
Federal Convention (1787) that signed the Con- 
stitution, and aid-de-camp to General George 
Washington.

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Indian Philatelist to be Received 
By Prince of Wales

a unique album to the Prince of Wales 
at a specially arrangea interview, Mr. J. M. 
Cooper, a Parsee Associate of the British 
Philatelic Association, and a member of the 
Philatelic Traders’ Society, to Glasgow and 
Streatham Philatelic Societies, is expected 
in London shortly from Bombay. 

This album has been specially prepared 
for the occasion to enable Mr. Cooper to 
write up the tour of India by the Prince 
in 1921-22. On that occasion a special 
Royal postmark was franked on every letter 
posted from the camp of the Prince from 
every town or place that he visited and 
the Indian philatelist has been able to col- 
lect all these covers from the places that 
the Royal guest of the Government visited. 

The album contains, in chronological 
order, all these covers, from the date of 
landing on Bombay on November 17, 1921, 
to the date of his departure on March 13, 
1922. Thus it forms a complete diary with 
a detailed description of his doings of all 
those six months. The title page of the 
album is decorated in gold and colored let- 
ters, 

“It has taken me ten years to collect all 
these covers to form a complete picture of 
the Royal tour,” says Mr. Cooper. It is 
his proud boast that he will be the first 
Indian to be received by the Prince of 
Wales for presentation of this kind.

A Brief Account of the History of Stamps 
and Philately

N 1653 Louis XIV of France issued to the 

Comte de Nogent and the Sieur de Vil- 
layer, both Masters of Request, letters of 
patent which gave them a forty-year mon- 
opoly on the establishment of local postal 
systems in Paris and other French cities. 
The grant provided for the setting up of 
various quarters of the towns; 
from these boxes letters were to be collected 
at least twice daily and taken to a central 
shop or office which, in Paris, was located in 
the Cour de Palais. There they were to be 
distributed and delivered. In August of that 
year the new system was inaugurated, and 
‘instructions’ were issued to the public. Ac- 
cording to these ‘Instructions,’ every com- 
munication to be transmitted in this man- 
ner was to have a billet, costing about a 
penny, and inscribed ‘Post paye’ attached 
to it in such a manner as to provide easy 
removal by postal authorities. The billet 
was usually tucked in under the flop or tied 
around the letter itself.

The inauguration of this system thus pro- 
vided for the prepayment or correspondence 
and an economy of time, The new method 
obviated the necessity of a messenger’s hav- 
ing to wait at, persons’ houses for payment, 
a matter which caused inconveniences when 
the intended recipient was not at home. The 
prepayment of postage was considered only 
just, since the contents of a letter usually 
concern the sender and not any other peo- 
ple, and it seemed but fair that he pay the 
transmission charges. A second improve-

ment resulting from the adoption of the 
new system was the uniformity of postage 
charges, irrespective of distance, The estab- 
lishment of pillar-boxes was a third ad- 
vantage. 


It is probable that the messengers de- 
stroyed these billets de post paye as soon 
as they removed them from the letters, so 
we do not have a specimen of the world’s 
first postage stamp. How long this petite 
poste continued is not exactly known, but 
it seems to have been for only a short time. 
In his book entitled “Les Postes francaises,” 
Alexis Belloc, writing in 1886, says. 


‘The population cast such an unlucky 
influence upon (the pillar boxes) that no 


letter reached its address, and on the 
opening of these boxes the only thing 
to be found was mice malicious 


people had put there and the mice ate 
the letters.’ 


It is probable that the Comte de Nogent 
was but a figurehead, since his name ap- 
peared only in the letters of patent, but 
there is little doubt that the postage stamp 
was the idea of the academician, Jean— 
Jacque Renouard, Sieur and Iatar Comte Je 
Villayer. He was, according to one Saint— 
Simon, a clever fellow’ and invented ‘these 
flying chairs that move by means of cou) 
er weights up and down between two wa 
to the floor required simply by the weigat 
of the person who sits therein’—in other 
words, the forerunner of the modern eleva- 
tor. 
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First mention of an adhesive postage 
stamp is found in the evidence given by Sir 
Rowland Hill in his testimony before the 
Commission of Post Office Inquiry on Feb. 
13, 1837. Objection had been made to the 
neconvenience of the envelopes which people 
had been using, and Hill suggested ‘that 
perhaps this difficulty might be obviated by 
using a bit of paper just large enough to 
bear the stamp (impression) and covered 
at the back with a glutinous wash which the 
bringer might, by the application of a little 
moisture, attach to the back of the letter 
so as to avoid the necessity of redirecting 
it. 

Sir Rowland may or may not have been 
the first man to have the idea of an ad- 
hesive postage stamp—he never claimed 
that—but all evidence points to the fact 
that he had. One Patrick Chalmers made a 
4 claim on behalf of his deceased fa- 

, James, a bookseller of Dundee, Scot- 
oor but the claim is not now generally 
accepted by philatelists, 

Uniform penny postage came into exist- 
ence on January 10, 1840, as late as the pre- 
vious December the Lords of the Treasury 
had decided little more than the basic prin- 
ciples connected with the issue of stamped 
covers and stamped envelopes and adhesive 
stamps, or stamps on small pieces of paper 
with a glutinous wash on the back which 
may be attached to letters before or after 
they are sent. 

The provisions of these stamps at the 
rate of a million a day presented a novel 
problem. To Rowland Hill fell the solution 
of it, though nominally the job was that of 
the Inland Revenue Department in conjunc- 
tion with the Postmaster General. 

t was Joshua Perkins who perfected the 
plan drawn in crude manner by Sir. Row-

The first stamp, a one-penny black, was 
designed by Perkins from crude sketches 
from a drawing by Henry Corbould of the 
obverse of the Wyon Medal struck off to 
commemorate Victoria’s visit to the Guild- 
hall on November 9, 1837, The engraving of 
this stamp was entrusted to Charles Heath, 
but, it is said, he feared his eyesight was 
not good enough for such fine work and 
turned the work over to his son, Frederick 
Heath. On May 1, 1840, stamps went into 
public circulation, though it was not until 
the 6th of May that they went into actual 
use. 

The design was pronounced ‘ludicrous’ by 
papers and people alike, though there were 
a few who called it a “beautiful piece of 
art.’ The public did not receive the newly- 
launched Mulready envelopes with pleasure 
—they were, for one thing—more expensive. 
But the very look of the postage stamp gave 
the public confidence. 

After the Mulready covers met with much 
ridicule, Sir Rowland Hill and his assistant, 
Henry Baring, decided to issue some other 
sort of envelope to replace it. In January 
1841 plain envelopes were issued to replace 
the Mulready covers. These were embossed 
with a stamp bearing the Queen’s profile 
engraved by William Wyon after the same 
medal of 1837. The Mulready covers were 
withdrawn and destroyed, 

The dies of the one-penny and two-penny 
stamps remained in use for forty years, 
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with changes being made in colors as new 
inks were tried. In 1854 perforation was 
introduced. In 1841 the one-penny black was 
changed to one-penny red. It had _ been 
found that people were erasing postmarks 
and using the stamps a second time, and 
experiments were made to determine the 
most fugitive inks. 

In 1880 the surface-printing process came 
into use. This was both simpler and more 
economical since it could be done with steam 
instead of hand-process. A thinner coat of 
ink made impressions more destructible and 
less susceptible to obliteration, 

Other means of protection have been wa- 
termarking, the running of silk threads 
through the } apers used, and various secret 
letter combinations used in printing. 

The first country after England to issue 
stamps was Switzerland—two cantons 
Geneva and Zurich,—issuing them in 1843. 
The Canton of Basel first issued stamps in 
1845. In 1847 the United States issued its 
first stamp, and other countries followed 
suit within the next few years. 





Philately as an organized pursuit was not 
in existence before 1860. In that year a 
correspondent of ‘Notes and Queries’ wrote 
that he had seen a collection of three or 
four hundred different postage stamps, Eng- 
lish and foreign, and quoted Sir Rowland 
Hill as saying there might be five hundred 
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varieties on the whole. This, though thx 
correspondent, was a “cheap, instructive an: 
portable museum’, This enquired as to cat 
alogues and learned that the first published 
catalogue had appeared in 1860. It consisted 
of forty-four pages and was published i: 
Paris. It was so successful that a second 
edition was issued in 1862, and similar books 
appeared in London, Brighton and Brussels. 

In 1862 a regular philatelic mania raged. 
People—rich and poor, high and low—con- 
gregated in streets near markets, causing 
great congestion of traffic. Books were writ- 
ten about stamps and were meant to guide 
rather than create interest in the matter 
of collecting. 

The hobby became fashionable among the 
socially elite, and a stamp album was gen- 
erally to be found lying side by side with 
the photograph album in any of the better 
houses, After a time the craze died, but in 
its wake was !eft a desire for really seri- 
ous study of the subject of stamp collect- 
ing. Stamp societies were formed in Lon- 
don and Paris, and the first philatelic ex- 
hibition was held in London in 1890 to cele- 
brate the jubilee of penny postage. 

Collecting had its impetus in the United 
States at about the same time it became 
popular abroad. Societies were formed, and 
many dealers were to be found towards the 
latter part of the nineteenth century. In- 
terest in the hobby has grown steadily.

The two Jews whe 
have been honored are Karl Marx and Dr. 
Zamenhof. 


Karl Marx was the famous founder of 
modern socialism. His portrait will be 
found on the Hungarian 20 Filler Stamp of 
1919 “Hungarian Soviet Republic” series. 


Dr. Lazarus L. Zamenhof, a physician, 
who was born at Bialystok in Poland, pub- 
lished a text book in Russia of an inter- 
national language under the pen name of 
“Dr, Esperanto,” meaning “One who hopes.” 
This international language itself became 
known as Esperanto, and is used by thou- 
sands of people the world over. 


” 


In 1927 the U.S.S.R. issued a stamp com- 
memorating the fact that forty years had 
elapsed since the publication of the lan- 
guage. His portrait is shown on the 14 
Kopeck stamp, the 14 Kopeck stamp being 
the postage rate on ordinary letters going 
out of Russia. 


It might be of interest to note that 
while both Marx and Zamenhof were Jews 
by birth and race, neither of them a Jew 
by religion, Marx being an out and out 
atheist and Zamenhof a deist.

The Confederate soldiers received their 
pay in these notes. These notes bore the 
statement approximately as follows: “Six 
months after a ratification of a treaty of 
peace between the United States of Amer- 
ica, and the Confederate States of America, 
pay to the bearer the sum of —-—— dollars, 
with interest at 8 percent.” As there was 
no treaty of peace favorable to the Con- 
federates, these notes lost their value upon 
the unconditional of the Con- 
federates to General Grant. 

Many of the wealthier Southerners had 
invested all their money in these notes and 
were practically made bankrupt.

Moorish Coins 


By M. SORENSEN 


N THE year 710 Spain was invaded by 

the Moors and Berbers from Morocco. 
The Moors quite easily conquered Spain 
and ruled the country for a long time. Many 
traces are found of the Moors in Spain 
to this day, and here as elsewhere are 
found coins, the most enduring historical 
monuments of past events. 

In the British Museum and in the French 
National Library some coins are found 
struck by the Moors. There exists in the 
French Nationa] Library a coin of Musa 
ibn Nosair, struck in 713 in Spain. The 
earliest mintage in Spain sometimes bore 
Latin intermingled with Arabic. Consider- 
ing the early age these coins are well struck 
and look very much like the Turkish and 
Egyptian coins of today. As all Moham- 
medan coins they are embellished with cita- 
tions from the Koran. 

A silver coin of Idrees I, in the British 
Museum, has for inscription: 

“There is no god but the one God; 
He has no partner. 

“In the name of God. This dirham 
was struck at Beda in the year one 
hundred and seventy-four (790 A.C.). 

“Mohammed is the messenger of 
God. The prayer of God be on him 
and peace on him who commanded it, 
Idrees bin Abd Allah. 

“Truth has appeared, and falsehood 
has vanished, for falsehood was de- 
tined to vanish.” 

On a gold coin of 1069: 

“There is no god but God, and Mo- 
hammed is the messenger of God. 

“Ameer Ibrahim ben Abu Bakr. 

“Whoever shall profess any religion 
other than Islam shall in no wise be ac- 
cepted by God, and shall perish at the 
last day.

“The Imam, a slave of God, Prince 
of the Believers. 

“In the name of God this dinar is 
struck in Sajilmasa in the year 462 
(1069).” 

The Murabti coins in the British Musew 
are 114 in number, forming one of the most 
complete sets in the national collection, as 
every prince but Ibrahim bin Tashfin, 
child, is represented. The coins are chiefly 
of gold, clearly stamped, and of a high 


standard, the average weight being 6.17 


They were struck at Aghmat 
Fez, Marrakesh, Sajilmasa, Tafilalt, and 
Tlemcen, as also in Valencia, Murcia 
Almeria, and Seville. It is from a corrup 
tion of the name Murabti, as applied t 
these coins, that we have the word 
“Maravedi.” The good value of the Murabti 
dinar was such, that it became current 
throughout the western world of those days, 
equal in value to, and rivaling the Constan- 
tinopolitan besant. But the most curious 
thing about this coin is that Alfonso VIII 
was forced to imitate it in self-defense, 
retaining its Arabic inscriptions, which he 
adopted to the Christian faith. On it he 
appeared as “Ameer of the Catholics,” and 
the Pope of Rome as the “Imam of the 
Church of the Holy Spirit, one only God,” 
in place of the Moslim creed; and “Who- 
ever believeth and is baptized shall b: 
saved” stood in place of the denunciation 
of those, who refused to accept Islam. 
There could hardly be a more curious coin 
The author of the Kartas is in error i 
saying that this denunciation was added 
after the battle of Zallaka, as it had al- 
ready appeared in the year 1058 on th 
coins of El Muas bin Badis and Abu Bakr 
bin Omar,

Our coinage is pretty well standardized 
w, and for many years we have seen no 
inges in the denominations of coins, and 
only occasional alterations in design, But 
the rapidity with which deflation has been 
proceeding suggests to the New York Jour- 
vil of Commerce that “the time may be 
ripe for introducing a new type of minor 
coin with a denomination intermediate be- 
tween that of the cent and the nic*el.” 


The slot vending machine, for instance, 
needs a coin of this sort; metal tokens for 
use on street ears and public vehicles might 
also be dispensed with, in some cases, if a 
single coin could be used to make payment 
along with the five-cent piece, 

In museums and among private collec- 
tions three-cent pieces and two-cent coins 
are on display—relics of days when the gen- 
eral level of prices was lower than at pres- 
ent.

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Time Brings Changes 


{Editorial in The Numismatist] 

Collectors of all series of coins cannot fa 
to have noted the increasing number of 
thcse who collect the small United States 
cents in the higher grades of preservation 
and the consequent advance in prices of 
Uncles Sam’s humble coin. Much of this is 
probably due to an increase in the number 
of collectors who began a few years ago to 
form collections of cents from coins found 
in circulation, many of whom later became 
dissatisfied with the condition of their coins 
after they had been obliged to purchase a 
few of the rare dates in a high state of 
preservation, and finally accepted uncircu- 
lated or proof as their standard. Many of 
the collectors of large cents, who a few 
years ago would not go beyond 1857, have 
also added the small cent to their specialty, 
This demand has had the effect of boosting 
prices, and many small cents in uncirculated 
condition are selling today for a greater 
price than some of the late dates of large 
cents. Twenty-five years ago uncirculated 
small cents could be purchased at auction 
sales in lots of assorted dates at about two 
o. three cents each, 

It has also frequently been remarked that 
thirty to forty years ago many of the pri- 
vate or territorial issues of gold coins sol 
for slightly over face or bullion value, as } 
one collected them, 

Perhaps, the greatest advance on a coin 
has been that of the impression in white 
metal on the reverse die of the Confederate 
half dollar, with the card of J. W. Scott on 
the reverse. This, of course, is not a coin, 
but a token. This piece now brings $10 
$15, whereas twenty-five years ago one 
them would frequently be found in a lot of 
tokens purchased at auction for ten cen’s 
each, and no dealer considered it worth list- 
ing separately in a catalog.

A‘ present, it is safe to say that we are 

witnessing a new departure in the book 
club. I mean, the reduction of prices, Just 
now, there are at least two dollar book 
clubs ‘of which I know. Looking over the 
prospectus of each club, I have been favor- 
abiy impressed by the current selections. 
The one club is an off-spring of an existing 
one; the other is a new venture, I intend to 
join the one which has the publications of a 
whole house as its field rather than the for- 
mer selections of a book club. Of late, the 
Publisher’s Weekly has been full of pro’s 
and con’s on price reduction. I fail to un- 
derstand why it is necessary to ask such ex- 
horbitant prices for American produced 
books. Abroad, particularly in France and 
England, books are so much cheaper than in 
America that one wonders if the prophecies 
voiced in the above mentioned magazine are 
as likely to come about as the writers of 
them would lead us to believe, I welcome 
the advent of the dollar book clubs as a 
definite step in the direction of cheap well- 
made books.

Shakespeare and that Crush, by Richard 
Dark. A delightfully funny little book 
which does for English literature what 1066 
and All That did for English history. 

Barretts ef Wimpole Street, by Rudolf 
Besier. The romance of Elizabeth Barrett 
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and Robert Browning. A delightful play 
that enchanted Broadway_audiences, 

My Arnold Bennett, by Marguerite, his 
wife. As readable as any novel. Mrs. Ben- 
nett is a French women, and the book is 
not only revealing as regards her husband, 
but is likewise a revelation of herself. 

Charlotte Bronte, by E. F. Benson, The 
Victorian biographies of Charlotte Bronte 
were very careful to suppress all those 
slightly off-color incidents which made her 
interesting, Benson has restored them, and 
her too.

Rare Book of Poems Found 


What is said to the rarest book of poetry 
has just come to light in Chicago. It con- 
tains only one short poem, repeated on 
each of its more than 200 pages, and was 
discovered by Superintendent of Schools 
Bogan in ancient files moved from the old 
headquarters of the Board of Education to 
its present home in the Builders’ Building. 


“ First Grade Penmanship” is the title 
on the leather cover, and the book is made 
up of samples of the “Spencerian” form of 
writing. 

It seems according to the book that the 
best penmen in all the schools were select- 
ed and honored by taking their finest speci- 
men and binding it with each writer’s 
signature into one volume. 


The result was the one poem signed by 
200 or more children—and nothing to in- 
dicate the original authorship.

COTT, it hardly necessary to state, 

did not refer in the above lines to book 
collecting, It may be taken for granted, 
nevertheless, that the vast, indeed universal 
interest in his centenary has given ex- 
ceptional scope for both folly and roguery 
in the field of book collecting. Most col- 
lectors suffer, even in the quietest times, 
from their own complement of the former 
and their inability to avoid the latter, but 
centenaries such as this inevitably increase 
the potency of both enormously. 

To the accomplished, tried-in-the-fire-of- 
experience collector who knows from per- 
sonal handling the ins and outs of every- 
thing Scott ever published, I have nothing 
to say. If, at a time like this, he suffers 
from his. own folly or from the roguery of 
others, it is entirely his own fault, and if 
I know anything of him he will take his 
medicine with a grin. For the great 
bibliophile is ever a sportsman. 


Uniaue Relics 


But there is a vast public whose interest 
in Scott, reawakened but recently, has fired 
them with a desire to possess something 
more than the latest cheap edition of the 
novels, admirable as that may be. But 
what to look for? And where? And how? 


Well, there are many things which the 
new Scott enthusiast may look for—and the 
places in which to seek are vast indeed! 
Would you have the old bagpipes, the music 
of which charmed the Wizard’s ears when 
played to him by his own piper? If so, 
I can guide you to a quaint little second- 
hand shop (duck your head if you value 
your brains or your hat, as you enter!) in 
which they may be found! 


Or would you like a genuine Augustin 
Edouart silhouette of Scott, cut in his own

study at Abbotsford but not listed in Mrs. 
Jackson’s wonderful list of 8000 Edouart 
silhouettes? By no effort of mine the loca- 
tion of that unique item was thrust upon 
me. 

But no. For most people a book or a 
collection of books has the greatest appeal. 
Very well, in spite of the activities of 
millionaire collectors and their kin there 
is plenty for all. The “Tales of My Land- 
lord” are surely fascinating fish for one’s 
net; yet only last week I saw first editions 
of several of the series offered at 4s. 6d. 
(about ($1.12). 

An unquestionable bargain, for they were 
complete in every detail though bound, I 
think, in diced calf. 


It need not be thought that this is the 
exception which proves the rule of high 
prices, for to my personal knowledge an 
owner of another set is looking for a pur- 
chaser—unsuccessfully, and yet another 
owner recently contemplated offering me 
his set to give away or do what I pleased 
with in order to free space on his shelves. 
Yet in 1930 a copy of the “Tales” fetched 
£1,420 (about $7100). 


It is certainly worth while looking for 
a copy of the first series, with the printed 
labels and in pristine condition. 


But everybody knows all about these 
“Tales,” and, indeed, about most of the 
works which bear the genuine Scott stamp. 
If I were collecting Scott myself I should 
aim more at the little Annuals to which 


he contributed, albeit his contributions 
were possibly his most feeble prose sketches. 


For contributions to “The Keepsake” for 
1829 (he wrote four, not: two, as is,som 
times stated) Scott received no le& tha 
£500 ($2500), a great deal more than I sha! 
receive for recounting the fact here! 


All the issues of “The Keepsake” a! 
now sought for, but any of them may lf‘ 
found occasionally amongst the cheape 
stuff in the dirtiest—-or the cleanest—boo! 
shops. For the demand is not enormovs. 
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Carefully keep and dust any volumes of 
those hundred-year-old annuals which you 
can find; those without Scott’s contribu- 
tions as well as those with them. 

And there is another “plum” which may 
be already on your shelves, unrecognized 
and unhonored, for little has been written 
of it and comparatively few. are seeking it. 

This particular item is a very unreadable 
and short-lived periodical published in 1817 
by Ballantyne under the title “The Sale- 
Room.” 
anonymous or used pseudonyms, but Scott 
definitely acknowledged himself to be one 
of them. Dull as it looks and is, it will 
increase in value because many one-time 

‘owners have almost certainly thrown away 
their copies from lack of interest. 


Don’t Aim Too High 

Another choice little Scott item, far 
prettier in appearance than the last is also 
often unrecognized and unvalued. This is 
Ainsworth’s “Christmas Box,” edited by 
Crofton Croker and containing in the 1828 
issue the first appearance of “Bonnie 
Dundee.” I like these little annuals! 

But many collectors of Scott are prob- 
ably keener to possess something more 


completely Scott rather than contributions 


to periodicals. Unless these have money 
to burn I advise them to leave the Waverley 
Novels and the Poems alone for the present 
and concentrate upon Scott’s other prose 
works, 

For instance, the “Provincial Antiquities 
and Scenery of Scotland,” a first edition 
of which in the original ten parts original 
wrappers fetched only 5s (about $1.25), at 
Sothebys quite recently; a handsome thing 
to possess at the price. Partner this with 
his “Border Antiquities of England and 
Scotland,” for which, if you have any luck, 
you may only pay shillings, and you will 
have a pleasing basis. 

After these two I should aim at his “Life 
of Napoleon Bonaparte,” in nine volumes, 
for which you may have to pay at the rate 
of from 3s. to 5s. (about 75¢c to $1.25) 
a volume. Then, while the great majority 
is still chasing “Ivanhoe” and “The Abbot,” 
it might be a good thing to corner not only 
one but as many copies as possible of the 
“Letters on Demonology,” with the colored 
Cruikshank plates if possible, for there are 
three states, plain, colored, and India 
proofs, 

By the time most or all of these have 
been obtained the collector who essays the

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Dueling in America 


By DONALD 8. LEECH 


HE writer noted with interest the para- 

graph in the October Hopsigs pertaining 
to the Hamilton-Burr pistols. One sentence 
raises a doubt, to wit: “They seem to 
have been used by Burr as side arms as 
well as dueling pistols.” It is hard to 
imagine pistols with 16-inch barrels being 
used as side arms. 

The pistols used in this famous duel 
are of English manufacture, heavily 
mounted in brass, very carefully finished, 
and evidently quite expensive. They will 
take a ball of about .56 caliber or approx- 
imately 26 to the pound, and as stated, 
have unusually long barrels, being fully 
16 inches. The pistol used by Burr, and 
which fired the fatal shot, is marked by 
a cross filed into the barrel on the under 
side. 

These pistols were, for at least eighty 
years following the duel, in the hands of 
descendants of Hamilton. 


Burr, at one time, owned another pair 
of dueling pistols, also of English manu- 
facture. These were made by H. W. 
Mortimer, of London, and consequently are 
of a high order. The barrels of these 
pistols are three inches shorter than the 
Hamilton-Burr pistols, that is, 138 inches, 
and of large caliber, They carry, in fact, 
an ounce ball. They have hair-triggers; 
the priming pans are gold-lined; and the 
touch-holes are also bushed with gold. 

_ The Mortimer pistols were used by Major 
‘Biddle and the Hon. Spencer Pettis in 
an affair on Bloody Island, opposite St. 
Louis. In this duel both men fell, mortally 
wounded, which was inevitable considering 
the fact that the distance was five feet. 


This fatal meeting took pl.ce on August 
27, 1831. The pistol used by Pettis has 
a long, deep notch indented on the han- 
dle. 

This pair has « blood-stained history, 
having been fatally used in eleven duels. 

The fatal duel between General Andrew 
Jackson and Charles Dickinson was. fought 
near Adairville, Tennessee, on May 30, 1806. 
Both men were wonderfully expert marks- 
men, and each fully intended to kill the 
other. It is said that Dickinson amused 
himself while on his way to the rendezvous, 
by exhibitions of his skill with the pistol. 
Once, at 24 feet, he fired four balls into 
the space of a silver dollar. Several times 
he cut a cord at the same distance, and 
it is said that he left one of these severed 
cords hanging near a tavern, with a word 
to the landlord to show it to General 
Jackson, if he came by. 

The moment approaching, it was ar- 
ranged that the pistols were to be held 
downward until the word to fire was given, 
then each man should fire as he pleased. 
As the word was given, Dickinson raised 
his pistol and fired. A puff of dust flew

The Deringer 


By G. R. Moore, “The Relic Man” 


One weapon which is typically American 
and should have a place beside the Ken- 
tucky rifle, the Colt’s revolver and Bowie 
knife, is the Deringer. In the last forty 
years every single-shot pistol has been 
called a Deringer, but this is misleading, 
as there was only one true Deringer which 
was made by Henry Deringer of Philadel- 
phia. 


These celebrated pistols were the first 
of their kind, and at first were made as 
flintlocks, and later as percussion. They 
were generally small with short barrels, 
carried a large ball, and at short range 
put an enemy at once out of the fight. 
They at once became popular. In 1849 
when the gold rush to California com- 
menced, every miner who had the money 
bought one, or a pair; the price of which 


between 1849 and 1855 was from $45 to 
$50 per pair in gold. 

They were also very popular in the South 
and many a Southern lady carried one on 
her long horseback rides. These pistols 
became so celebrated, and so much in de- 
mand, that the model was much counter- 
feited. Many of these counterfeits were 
exactly like the genuine Deringer, but 
lacked the name Deringer, Philadelphia. 
While one firm went so far (so the story 
goes), as to hire a tailer by the name of 
Derringer, in order to use his name on their 
product, but spelling the name Derringer, 
(with two r’s) in an endeavor to escape 
legal complications. 

While Deringer made larger pistols and 
guns, it is the small pistols that gave him 
the name to be known the world over.

from Jackson’s coat, and he raised his left 
arm and held it tightly across his breast, 
without, however, moving otherwise or in- 
dicating a hit. Dickinson, astounded, cried 
out, “Great God! have I missed him?” A 
moment later, Jackson deliberately aimed 
and pulled the trigger, but the weapon 
stopped at half-cock. Drawing back the 
hammer, he aimed again, and fired. Dickin- 
son sank to the ground, as his friends 
hurried to him, and it was found that the 
ball had passed through his body just be- 
low the ribs. He died at nine that evening. 


It was found that Jackson had been 
struck in the breast and had two ribs 
broken. The wound was painful, but not 
dangerous. 

James Bowie once fought a duel, with 
flintlock “Deringers,” across the deck of a 
Mississippi steamboat. His antagonist was 
a professional gambler, and the occasion 
was the fleecing of a young Natchez gentle- 
man through the medium of crooked gam- 
bling. Bowie had watched the concluding 
passages of the game, saw what was going 
on, and led the gamblers into a game with 
himself, Carefully watching, and biding 
his time, Bowie saw the dealer slip an ex- 
tra card to another man. whereupon Bowie 
seized his wrist with one hand and drew a 
wicked looking knife with the-other. The 
baffled gambler swore he would fight, but 
upon learning the name of his opponent, 
backed down. The third man of the gam- 
bler’s party, having never heard of James 
Bowie, insisted upon a duel, and it was 
arranged—pistols to be the weapons, and 
the hurricane deck the place. 

Each duelist was placed upon a wheel- 
house of the steamer, in which position 
they were exposed from the knees up and 
about twelve yards apart. The gambler’s 
second gave the word “one, two, three, fire, 
stop,” spoken at one second intervals. 


At the word “one,” both raised their 
weapons. At “three” the gambler fired, and 
before the echo of his shot had died, 
Bowie’s pistol barked, the gambler fell and 
rolled off the wheelhouse into the river. 


It is impossible to note the many duels, 
in which Americans of prominence figured, 
within the bounds of this article. To do 
so would require a book. The pistol was 
not always the chosen weapon, Swords 
sometimes figured, and occasionally, wea- 
Pons peculiar to our country. 
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More than once, duelists met with dou- 
ble-barrel shotguns, sometimes loaded with 
buck shot, sometimes with solid ball... The 
long rifle also figured in these often foolish 
encounters. 

On February 6, 1819, General Armistead 
Mason and Colonel John McCarty—cousins 
—met at Bladensburg, Maryland, after a 
quarrel at an election. The weapons were 
shotguns, loaded with single ball, and the 
distance was four paces. When in position, 
the muzzles of their weapons almost 
touched. At the word, both fired together, 
Mason fell dead, and McCarty was wounded 
seriously. 

In June, 1858, Judge Stidger (editor of 
the Marysville, California, “Herald”) and 
Colonel Rust of the “California Express,” 
met near Yuba City. The weapons were 
Mississippi Yagers; the distance sixty 
paces, 

Judge Stidger, as the challenged party, 
chose Buckeye rifles with hairtriggers (he 
was from Ohio), but a search disclosed 
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that there were no Buckeyes in the city, 
and the only weapons of the kind were 
Mississippi Yagers, 

At the time appointed, Rust stood with- 
in the shade of a large cak tree, with his 
back to the rising sun, while Stidger had 
the rays full in his face. The judge had 
never before seen this type of weapon. 
Upon taking his gun, he examined it care- 
fully and asked Dr. McDaniel, a surgeon 


attending: “Doc, what kind of gun do 
you call this? I never saw one like it 
before.” McDaniel named the weapon, 


whereupon Stidger continued: “Well, that 
bore can carry a half-pound ball; if I get 
hit there won’t be a grease spot left of me.” 


The word was “Fire!—one—two—three 
—stop!” The combatants were to fire any 
time between “fire” and “stop.” At the 
word “two,” both rifles were discharged. 
Stidger fired high over Rust’s head, whose 
shot struck Stidger’s coat-tail pocket, Thus 
enabling a punster present to exclaim with 
delight that the pocket had been “rifled.” 


The judge, being assured that there must 
be no more foolishness, or he would be 
killed, replied that he had no desire to kill 
Rust, who had a family. However, Rust 
demanded another shot, and Stidger prom- 
ised to shoct at him. He was advised that 
his gun carried up and to shoot at Rust’s 
legs. Stidger replied, “Well, Doc, I’ll wing 
him.” 

As before, when the word was givén, 
both guns were fired simultaneously. Even 
after the word “stop” Stidger was still 
holding his gun to his shoulder, and 
earnestly eyeing his opponent. Believing 
him to be about to shoot, as but one re- 
port had been heard, Rust’s seconds called 
out “Stop! Stop!” At this, Stidger threw 
down his gun and declared it was worth- 
less. He’d had a bead on Rust’s arm, and 
he didn’t believe anyone could hit a barn 
door with the piece, 


Rust at first demanded a third shot, but

was finally persuaded to desist, and the 
duelists left the field. 

One more example—a duel with more 
comedy than tragedy. The occasion was a 
meeting between John Harrison and John 
Thurston; the cause, a matter of twelve and 
a half cents. The weapons were to be 
rifles; the distance sixty yards. Jacobs 
Sullivan, a pioneer, was Harrison’s second, 
and Robert Breckinridge, Thurston’s. Both 
seconds felt that the affair was being hur- 
ried through without enough thought, and 
after the principals were in _ position, 
Breck nridge turned to Sullivan and asked 
him what he thought of the affair, anyhow. 
Sullivan replied that all had passed so 
quickly that he had no time to think; and 
asked Breckinridge in turn what he thought. 
He replied that he did not like the looks 
of things, and that it would be too bad 
for the world to say two such citizens 
fought for twelve and a half cents. 

It was agreed to attempt to reconcile 
the principals, and Breckinridge presented 
his views very forcefuliy, Without waiting 
for an answer from the would-be duelists, 
Sullivan exclaimed. “Fellow citizens, them’s 
my sentiments! It won’t do for this fight 
to go on!” He went on to say that he 
liked a good fight, but hated a bad one. 
Also, he didn’t like the weapons, nuther. 
Rifles is all right for Injuns and bars, but 
they are awful things turned agin’ friends. 
He proposed, therefore, that the fight wind 
up in a shooting match for a gallon of 
whiskey. The target, a tree at sixty yards, 
shot nearest center to win. 

Thurston and Harrison, being compelled 
to laugh at the oddity of Sullivan’s speech, 
extended their hands, and the difficulty was 
over, A beech tree was selected, and 
Thurston fired first, striking the tree on the 
left side, Harrison acknowledged that, had 
he been there, he would have had a stitch 
in his side. Harrison then fired, striking 
center, whereupon Thurston admitted that 
if he had been there, he would have had 
a stomach ache. 

Breckinridge’s shot struck between the 
other two—as they said, the proper place 
for a mediator. Last of all, Sullivan shot— 
and missed the tree. A hearty laugh fol- 
lowed, but Sullivan said he had imagined 
the tree to be a man shooting at him, <ug- 
gesting that if the others had done 50, 
their shots might have been different. 

It was decided that Thurston and 
Breckinridge must pay for the liquor, and 
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all started for the store in high good 


humor. After a friendly glass around, the 
balance was voted to Sullivan for his re- 
markable speech and shot. 


And as a final example of humor on the 
ficld of honor, though of Ireland and not 
America, there is the meeting of Curran 
and Burrowes, in which the latter, being 
in feeble condition, requested that he be 
allowed to lean against a milestone during 
the exchange of shots, To which Curran 
replied, “Certainly, provided I am allowed 
to lean against the next milestone.”

Don’t Start an Argument with this Doctor 


HAT was the advice of Robert L. Otto 

when he recently described the collection 
of Dr. William G. List in the Cincinnati 
Post. 

Dr. List, a physician, maintains this col- 
lector-arsenal in the inner sanctum of his 
offices in Cincinnati. 


Firearms have been the hobby of the 
physician for ten years, He confines his 
searches to valuable and historical speci- 
mens. There is said to be hardly anything 
that will deter him from his quest of arms 
if he hears of a piece that he particularly 
wants. Verifying this the writer for the 
Post said that once Mr. List motored more 
than 100 miles to verify a report that an 
Indiana farmer had one of the rifles used 
by Washington’s troops. He has toured 
the battlefields of the Civil War and 


brought home revolvers and pieces of 
shrapnel, 

The doctor’s home is a veritable arsenal 
with its old guns and cartridges. In his 
cellar he has mapped out a shooting range 
where he practices with some of his models. 

Besides collecting firearms he has built 
up a fine library telling of the history and 
development of various types. 

Dr. List is shown holding a gun with 
revolving chambers. His daughter, Jean, 
also displays a prize model. 

On the box is said to be one of two 
dueling pistols used in England in the 
eighteenth century. Other weapons on tne 
table are from the war of 1812 and the 
Civil War. Against the wall are rifies 
used by Napoleon’s soldiers and Jackson’s 
men at New Orleans. 
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500 Is Goal of This Bottle Collector 


p° you recall how you first become inter- 

ested in your hobby? Was it because a 
friend of yours collected, or was it by some 
peculiar incident? 

Five year ago while cleaning out a medi- 
cine cabinet, Mrs. Crystal Holcomb of Sa- 
lina, Kansas, came upon several tiny and 
unusually formed perfume bottles. They had 
been given to her and for that reason she 
decided not to throw them away. That 
started her hobby of bottle collecting, says 
the Leavenworth, Kansas, Times. 


According to the story in the Times the 
collection grew and grew and now Mrs. 
Holcomb has 275 bottles and no two of them 
alike. 


The largest is not more than eight inches 
in height and the smallest probably three- 
fourths of an inch. Many are perfume and 
cosmetic containers, fancifully wrought and 
colored. 


There are blue bottles, browns, whites, 
reds, striped ones and many other com- 
binations, but the majority are clear glass, 
depending more upon color. Mrs, Holeomb 
has a whole menagerie in bottles. Some are 
shaped like cats, some are dogs. There are 
rabbits, camels, pheasants, an elephant, a 
kangaroo, pigs, and what have you. One 
bottle is in the form of a candle. Another 
is a lady of the gay nineties in hoop skirt. 
Another is a pyramid and two are shaped 
like parasols. 


Some of the bottles contain objects of in- 
terest. One is filled with water from the 
great Salt Lake of Utah. Another has peb- 
bles taken from the Grand Canyon. Some 
st ll have perfume in them. 


One tiny whiskey bottle came from Mex- 
ico and there are several “samplers,” small 


but in the shape of whiskey bottles which 
were given away by saloons in the old days. 
Another bottle is a perfume container from 
Japan brought back by a returning mission- 
ary. 

Not all of the bottles-are of glass, Some 
are china and some are of wood. One long 
bottle is a souvenir of the fair in St. Louis, 
1904. 


One of Mrs, Holcomb’s bottles is more 
than 100 years old. It is a medicine bottle 
from her grandfather’s drug store, and was 
kept for years by her mother. 


She keeps her collection in four paste- 
board boxes. Most of the 275 bottles were 
given to her by friends, with no great effort 
at collecting them on her part. Now, how- 
ever the collection is becoming more difficult 
for it is hard to get new additions without 
duplicating bottles already in the collection. 
Mrs. Holcomb has set her goal at 500 bot- 
tles and confidently expects to reach it. 





Bottle Collectors 


Walter E. Burneika, Chicago subscriber, 
writes of something which may interest 
bottle collectors, says he:

“Maybe they collect them there too!” 
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Comparing Sandwich and Cambridge 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This data is furnished 
through the courtesy of William Germain 
Dooley, Antiques Editor of the Boston Trans- 
cript. Lura Woodside Watkins, author of 
Cambridge Glass; The Story of the New Eng- 
land Glass Company, is the author. Some of 
the specimens illustrated here were displayed at 
the last Sandwich Historical Society exhibition. 


NY comparison of the products of the 

contemporaneous glass-houses at Cam- 
bridge and Sandwich must take into account 
the fact that the fame of Sandwich was 
based on the development and perfecting of 
the pressing process, while the reputation 
of the New England Glass Co. rested on its 
fine blowing, cutting, and engraving. The 
Cape Cod factory, it is true, did manufac- 
ture blown glass and the Cambridge factory 
pressed glass, but neither attained its most 
notable successes in those fields. 


In the early period (before 1840) the 
Sandwich Glass Co. made its most beautiful 
ware—the so-called “lace” glass, pressed 
from hand-made molds. It was a flint or 
lead glass, very brilliant, with a fine ring. 


Its peculiarity was the appearance of oc- 
easional lumps or streaks of milk-white 
quartz left in the metal as a result of im- 
perfect mixing. Of the Cambridge early 
pressed glass we know little with certainty. 
The marked salts are flint glass, but are of 
poor color and cloudy, while a lamp made in 
1831 cannot be distinguished from similar 
Sandwich pieces. Although it is supposed 
that the New England Glass Co. pressed 
ware with delicate patterns, it is probable 
that they never attempted the lacy designs 
with stippled backgrounds. 


Early blown specimens from the two 
glass houses could doubtless be distinguished 
by the difference in weight. All early Cam- 
bridge glass seems to be heavier in propor- 
tion to its size than glass from other fac- 
tories. In appearance it closely resembles 
the cut and blown ware from English and 
Irish glass-houses. Cambridge glass is char- 
acterized by excellence of finish, pontil 
marks being ground off carefully, while the 
blown glass of Sandwich was sometimes left 
with rough pontils even in the 1880’s. 


In the middle period (1840-1860) the 
wares of the rival concerns are often indis- 
tinguishable, Patterns for pressing and 


colors for blowing were copied by each fac- 
tory from the other and trade secrets inter- 
changed. Both glass houses utilized the fin- 
est flint glass for pressing and both made 
such patterns as the well-known “thumb” 
and “loop.” For perfection of finish, such 
as the fire-polishing seams and edges, the 
honors again go to Cambridge. In blown and 
engraved wares the New England turned 
out examples that equalled the finest Con- 
tinental glass, and in colored glass produced 
vases, bottles and other forms by blowing 
rather than by pressing. The Sandwich 
Glass Company made a great deal of fine 
colored pressed ware—notably, tulip vases 
and candlesticks. 


The difference in the product of the two 
companies was more marked in their later 
years. Sandwich gave itself over to the 
manufacture of lime glass—a cheap metal— 
without lead, light in weight, and lacking 
resonance. Because it was cheap to produce, 
they turned it out in quantity, much of it 
in greenish-yellow, amber and blue, in or- 
der to disguise the poor quality of the glass, 
Except perhaps for one or two patterns for

pressing, the Cambridge factory continued 
to use only the best lead glass. Pressed pat- 
terns in lime glass whose Massachusetts 
origin is known may therefore be attributed 
to Sandwich rather than Cambridge. The 
New England Glass Co. was noted in the 
eighties for over-elaborate cutting and for 
certain type of colored glass patented by 
them—amberina, peach blow, etc., while the 
Cape Cod factory made not only pressed 
wares but also blown articles of “soft,” or

lime glass, that are to be recognized by 
their flower forms and a certain naivete of 
design. 

The salient differences between the glass 
of the two may be summarized: The New 
England’s principal output was its blown, 
cut, or engraved flint glass rather than its 
pressed glass; the main products of Sand- 
wich were, first lace glass, then good 
pressed flint glass, and, later, cheap pressed 
lime glass.

MERICA is the home of the lamp. In 

the early days of the colonies, candles 
were a luxury and only the finest pilgrim 
houses had imported silver or brass candle- 
sticks, 

But with the progress in house lighting 
through several decades, the lamp came 
into being and was immediately popular 
in all the well-to-do homes. The richer 
the man, the more lamps he possessed and 
the more wicks to his lamps. 


Although the single and double burner 
whale-oil lamps continued to be made and 
used for more than 50 years, the invention 
in 1783 by Ami Argand, a Swiss chemist, 
of a wick which was made in the form 
of a hollow tube, instead of a flat 
closely woven or braided one, revolution- 
ized lamp making. Practically every rounc 
wick lamp from then on down throug) 
the kerosene era was constructed on hi 
idea.

A description of 
the lamp published 
soon after, says: 
“Tt consists of two 
parts, viz. a res- 
ervoir for the oil 
and the lamp itself.

The 
latter consists of 
an upright metallic 
tube open at both 
ends. Within this 
is another tube of 
equal length; the 
space betwixt the 
two being left clear 
for the passage of 
air. The internal 
tube is closed at 
the bottom and 
contains another 
soldered to the 
bottom of the sec- 
ond. It is perfo- 
rated throughout 
to admit a current 
of air to pass

a chimney or guide to control the flame. 
The use of glass for this purpose was, 
like so many other inventions, the result 
of an accident. A workmen, heating a 
bottle over a flame, placed it too near 
and the bottom fell out. It was too hot 
to hold and he set it down over the same 
for a moment. To his great surprise, the 
flame immediately became steady and the 
light much stronger. From this moment 
glass was the ideal material for lamp 
chimneys. 

There was, however, one great fault with 
the Argand lamp—the shadow caused by 


the oil reservoir. 


To remove this difficulty 
the burner and the reservoir were sepa- 
rated by a long tube between. See figure 1, 
page 102. It is an early model with a con- 


necting tube nearly six inches long. It is 
one of a pair of mantel lamps, cast in 
bronze, with pear-shaped globes, manufac- 
tured in Boston by H. N. Hooper. It came 
from the Scottsville home of Duncan L. 
Stewart, great-great-uncle of the present 
owner, Mrs. Harry G. Anderson, who was 
for twenty-two years professor of dead 
languages at Trinity College, Hartford, 
Conn.

Astral Lamps Popular in Early 
Nineteenth Century 


These mantel or “Astral” sets as they 
are called, taking the name from the 
French word “astre” meaning star, were 
especially popular in wealthy homes in the 
early nineteenth century. They usually came 
in sets of three, a central two-burner and 
two single burner side lamps. Mrs. Ander- 
son’s is a very rare set, both lamps being 
two burners. It is said that Thomas Jeffer- 
son imported the first Argand astral for 
his home at Monticello. 


Glass Lamps Produced by Sandwich 
Factory 

About this time glass was being manu- 
factured in large quantities in this country 
and the Sandwich factory as well as others 
began making lamps which were the imme- 
diate and winning rivals over metal, 

The early glass lamps were quite simple 
in design, a round or square base with 
an oval font, fitted with a brass or pewter 
cap, the cover of which screwed on and 
contained two wick tubes. The Sandwich 
designers paid more attention to the oil 
fonts than the bases and there are many 


more different patterns for the bowls than 


for the lower part. The varieties cover 
all the regular Sandwich designs — the 
thumb print, cable, heart and honeycomb, 
and hobnail in all the colors of the rainbow 
from brown and_ vaseline yellow’ to 
amethyst, light blue, and ruby red. And 
there are some bowls English and Irish 
cut glass which were imported and welded 
to the bases. 

In the photograph are some excellent 
specimens of Sandwich glass peg lamps 
from the collection of Walter Cassebeer. 
There is a lovely one of deep rich blue 
combined with clear panels carrying the 
familiar thumb print which makes a de- 
lightful combination. It is a camphene 
burner, fitted with a tight brass cap at- 
tached by a tiny chain. These burners 
usually were extinguished by caps, because 
blowing, the method employed with whale- 
oil lamps, was too dangerous with this 
highly explosive fuel. 

The tall, graceful lamp at the right has 
a Sheffield silver base, a bowl of cut glass, 
a tall, narrow chimney, and a frosted and 
etched pear-shaped globe. Mr. Cassebeer 
says he was quite a while assembling all 
the component parts of this delicate little 
lamp. 
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‘Sparking’ Lamp Gave Soft 
Alluring Light 


The little hand lamp in a pewter base 
is an interesting memento of the days when 
the traveler, taking his lamp in his hand, 
mounted the steep stairs of some wayside 
inn after a hearty supper and a round or 
two of flip in front of the huge chimney. 

A similar lamp was known as the 
“sparking” lamp, which held just enough 
oil to give a light which was soft and 
not too embarrassingly brilliant. When it 
flickered and went out it was a hint to 
the boy friend to grab his hat and depart 
in a manner becoming a gentleman of 
standing. 





Another Pitcher Collector 


Pitcher collecting has many followers 
among the fairer sex and to this large army 
we add the name of another whom we have 
mostly recently heard about. 

Mrs, K. L. Browne, of Kansas City, 
Kansas, writes that one of her hobbies is 
also pitcher collecting. Mrs. Browne’s col- 
lection comprises about 1,200 specimens of 
cream and water pitchers, and some very 
small specimens. She specializes in antique 
ones. 

Mrs. Browne’s house, which is more than 
seventy years old, is a perfect setting for 
her antiquities.

When porcelain was 
brought from China it became known as 
“China ware,” because it came from that 
country, English potters soon imitated this 
ware and it then became known as “China 
ware” to the trade. The word porcelain is 
derived from the Italian word porcellana, 
a shell. China, as a name for porcelain, is 
confined mostly to the English speaking peo- 
ple and really all that matters is that we 
recognize the fact that a china dish and a 
porcelain dish are made from the same ma- 
terial. Porcelain is always translucent, that 
is, light can be seen through it. Pottery is 
always opaque.—New York Sun,

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American Pressed Glass During Age of 
Gewegaws and Gimcracks

a the collecting of early American glass 

historic flasks and cup plates have long 
been in the spotlight, But while this glass 
chronicles the early Whig-Jeffersonian days 
of the republic, we must turn to a different 
kind of glass entirely for the story of those 
gaudy days between the Civil war and the 
beginning of the “auto era.” 


Practically every political and commer- 
cial enterprise of front-page interest was 
duly solemnized by the glass manufacturers. 
They turned out presidential bread plates, 
sets of glass like the Westward Ho to com- 
memorate frontier development, and the 
cable cord, when the last and successful At- 
lantic cable was laid in 1866. 


The Westward Ho was inspired, obvious- 
ly, by Horace Greeley’s famous mandate, 
“Go west, young man,” and is first-rate 
Americana, as the whole pioneer scene, such 
as Indians, buffaloes, plains, log cabins and 
deer, is embossed in the camphor, on frosted 
glass. Although this glass was commonly 
thought to be Sandwich, all the recently 
accumulated evidence points to the Bake- 
well-Pears factory in Pittsburgh. 


Even President Lincoln’s assassination in’ 
1866 had its glass requiem. Several gloomy 
sets featuring drapes, tassels and other em- 
blems of mourning were placed on the mar- 
ket. They were symptomatic of America’s 
pressed glass decadence, as the molds were 
crude, the glass low quality, lusterless and 
leaden in resonance, From the late ’60s on, 
all pressed glass shared this same poor tex- 
ture, though much of it was redeemed by 
its decorative qualities, 


Mass production was coming in and 
pressed glass was being made to sell very 
cheaply. Some of it was given away as 
premiums by soap manufacturers and other 
large distributors of staple products. 


America drank her toast to the Alaskan 
annexation in 1867 from a glass set that 
pictured a polar bear among the arctic 
wastes of snow and ice. This was the popu- 
lar conception of Alaska at the time. It was 
some while later that people came to realize 


that Alaska was not only habitable, but held 
gold in “them thar hills.” 


About the same time an interesting bread 
plate was minted heralding the new labor 
organization. “The Knight of Labor.” This 
was one of America’s first attempts at la- 
bor solidarity and it flourished. By staging 
huge parades and demonstrations on the 
first Monday in each September, the organi- 
zation finally had this day set aside by the 
government as a legal holiday—their La- 
bor day. But after the Haymarket riot in 
Chicago in 1886, when fifteen policemen 
were killed by a bomb allegedly thrown by 
a labor sympathizer, “The Knights of La- 
bor” wilted under public indignation: 


During these years Henry Ward Beecher 
was renowned as the great church liberal. 
Beecher was a remarkable demagogue and 
mob mesmerizer. Likewise a gallant, two- 
fisted scrapper for personal liberty and 
freedom of thought. He was among the 
first in this country to support Darwin’s 
theory of evolution. Naturally so robust and 
red-blooded a preacher would be popular 
with his lady parishioners.. That got Beech- 
er in trouble finally, for rumors were cir- 
culated that he administered more than 
mere spiritual solace to his congregation. 
The bread plate bearing his effigy is quite 
rare. The letters HWB at the top of the 
plate serve as identification.

Antiques Window Arranged 


At a Fall celebration recently held in 
Moulton, Iowa, the Elmer Wood Company 
sponsored a window display depicting home 
life in the early colonial days, and thereby 
not only created fine publicity for the store, 
but also added to the enjoyment of passers- 
by. The articles were from the extensive 
collection of antiques owned by Mrs. G. A. 
Mackenzie. 

An old Colonial fireplace proved to be the 
most interesting. The andirons of brass 
came from Kentucky and had been the 
prized possession of a neighbor of Henry 
Clay as were most of the brass fire place 
sets displayed. 

Then the real old iron cooking utensils 
brought back old memories of days long 
gone by, The old iron tea kettle, Dutch 
oven and crane kettle, while the mantel was 
resplendent with old blue Staffordshire, pew- 
ter plates, platters, candle sticks, blown 
glass bottles, Sandwich glass lamps and 
above all hung the old Kentucky rifle. This 
was real home life of our pioneer settlers 
and the old spinning wheel beside the hearth 
in reality turned back the pages of time. 

The old tea table with Wedgwood serv- 
ice and Colonial chairs invited much atten- 
tion. Lights of other days were truly beau- 


tiful including a pair of prism candlesticks 
flanked beside an old alter lamp. This lamp 
was used in an old Mission on the altar, 
and brought to Wisconsin Territory by the 
French Canadians. Eventually when the 
state of Iowa was formed the old Mission 
lamp played its part in the unwritten his- 
tory of early days in Iowa. 


Besides clocks, pictures and many articles 
of interest stood George and Martha Wash- 
ington in real Colonial attire welcoming 
their guests with outstretched bisque arms. 


The draperies on the walls attracted 
much attention. These draperies were old 
coverlets beautiful in weave and color. The 
oldest was dated in the corner 1834 and 
known as the Wig Rose pattern? Another 
in madder rose and indigo blue dated in the 
corner 1838 spoke of handcraft in a day 
when the spindle and the distaff reigned 
supreme. Among the other coverlets were 
the Horn of Plenty, a favorite weave, and 
the beautiful Pennsylvania State House. 


The entire exhibit was made up of gen- 
uine antiques all collected in the vicinity 
of Moulton.

Chinese to Keep Famous Antiques 


An International News Service report 
from Peiping, China, states that as the re- 
sult of much underground discussion as to 
the protection of the collection of antiqui- 
ties of incalculable value housed in the Im- 
perial City there, a delegation of students 
called on the Palace Museum authorities 
and demanded to know whether there was 
any truth in the rumor that the treasures 
would be removed or mortgaged to for- 
eigners, They were assured that no change 
was contemplated. 


A few years ago the project of splitting 
the collection into sections for exhibition 
elsewhere in China was considered but that 
is said definitely to be shelved. 


After the threat of Japan to move 
into Peiping, the officials broached foreign 
legations on the matter of keeping China’s 
heirlooms out of the hands of the invader. 


The possibility of putting the Museum 
temporarily in the hands of a foreign com- 
mittee for protection was taken up but the 
authorities told the students that at present 
no change nor any steps taken to impair 
the millions of dollars worth of bronzes, 
paintings, porcelains, jades and carvings 
collected and preserved during three thou- 
sand years of the Chinese Empire was 
anticipated. 


A new fireproof storage house has just 
been opened and in it safety against the 
elements and invaders is hoped to be 
found. 





Almost Antique 


Although there have been references to 
Christmas cards before 1846, no earlier card 
has been found than that which was sug- 
gested by Sir Henry Cole of England to 
his friend, Mr, Horsley. Mr. Horsley, who 
designed the card, pictured two acts of 
charity, feeding the hungry and clothing 
the naked. Between these two groups he 
portrayed a jolly family group and under- 
neath he wrote the familiar greeting: “A 
Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year.” 
Jobbins of Warwick Court, Holborn, printed 
and colored by hand a thousand of these 
ecards, each bearing the marking of “Pub- 
lished at Summerly’s Home Treasury Office, 
12 Old Bond Street, London.” In 1881 the 
cards were reprinted by Messrs. De La Rue. 
Although these first cards were printed in 
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1846, it was not until 1862, when Charles 
Goodall & Sons issued a series of cards, 
that they were made for general use. The 
artistic standard of these early cards was 
very high; it was not uncommon for a firm 
to pay such an amount as £7,000 for the 
original drawing of some fine artist—New 
York Sun. 





Independence (Mo.) Antiques and 
Hobbies Show a Success

The latter part of October, E. E. Willard 
of Independence, Mo., conceived the idea of 
holding an Antique and Hobby Show, and 
took up the matter of such an exhibition 
with the Commercial Club of said city and 
they enthusiastically sponsored same. A 
meeting was called, organization formed 
and committees appointed to take charge of 
the various sections. 

The show was held on Nov. 3, 4, 5, in the 
basement of the Auditorium of the Reor- 
ganized Church of Latter Day Saints, one 
of the largest of its kind in the United 
States. On exhibition were antique furni- 
ture, pewter, lustreware, glassware, pic- 
tures, needlework, carvings, old guns and 
arms, minerals, fossils, stamps, Indian 
relics, old heirlooms of various kinds, also 
live reptiles and animals.

The exhibitors of pewter and other wares, 
arms, minerals, fossils, stamps and Indian 
relics devoted considerable times to their 
displays and gave information concerning 
the various articles shown—all of which 
made a visit to the show both instructive 25 
well as entertaining. 

Another idea Mr. Willard carried ou 
was that of the “Old Country Store” 1 
which was to be seen the various items 0 
merchandise stocked by the country mer 
chant of fifty or sixty years ago, includi! 
the old-time “star route” office, Then ther 
was the old-time well with the old oak 
bucket and gourd dipper.

Ancient Inkstands 


A note from London to the Christian Sci- 
ence Monitor says: 

“Ancient silver inkstands are extreme- 
ly handsome, and, incidentally, very costly, 
affairs today. They are often gilt—that is, 
plated with gold,—chased and engraved, 
containing not only inkwells, but pounce 
pots or sand vases, candle holders or ta- 
per sticks to assist in sealing letters, even 
hand-bells to summon servitors. Some of the 
1nore massive ones are several pounds in 
weight. 

“One of the earliest known is a gilt ex- 
ample weighing nearly two pounds made in 
1615, in the days of King James I. This 

ealized when put up to auction not long 
ago the sum of £600. Even this figure was 
eclipsed, however, by an oblong inkstand 
made in 1694, the time of William and 
Mary, which brought £742. 

“Paul Lamerie, the famous Hugenot gold 
smith, who settled in London, fashioned ink- 
stands. A plain oblong silver example with 
reeded borders bearing his mark, and the 
date letter for the year 1735, sold for £408 
A good example made in 1754 may be seen 
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in the Victoria and Albert Museum, Treas- 
ury inkstands, said to have been the per- 
quisites of outgoing Chancellors of the Ex- 
chequer in olden times, command high 
prices, 

“A handsome old Georgian piece is made 
of delicate biscuit colored Staffordshire 
earthenware, decorated with gold. It has 
an inkwell and pounce pot, the protecting 
covers of both surmounted by images of 
flaming torches and with holes to support 
quill pens. A beautifully modeled greyhound 
dominates the upper side of the stand. The 
front is elaborately decorated with scrolls 
and foliage and, in the center is a raised 
coat-of-arms in scarlet surmounted by a 
gold crown.”

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Describing the Home of an Ohio Collector

NE of the most interesting private col- 

lections of antiques in the State of 
Ohio may be found in the large Colonial 
home of Dr. Chailes Elmer Rice, of 
Alliance, The entire house from cellar to 
garret overflows with choice historical relics 
of a bygone day. 


Dr. Rice has spent his entire life gather- 
ing together from all corners of the globe, 
material that collectors would give a great 
deal to possess. 


On entering the spacious hallway, one’s 
attention is focused upon a huge mantel 
of the period of 1690, that was brought 
from Lacey Springs, Virginia, and set up 
in his house a few years ago. Across the 
top of the mantel are arranged rows of 
large pewter plates. The stairway walls are 
lined with interesting and historical Currier 
and Ives prints—some grave and some gay 
—but all telling in their own quaint way. 
of life in days long past. 


In the living room may be seen a large 
and beautifully decorated Sevres vase that 
at once time belonged to the charming 
Empress Josephine, of France—a large 
copper lustre pitcher with white wedge- 
wood decorations from the Joseph Bona- 
parte family, who lived for a time in 
Bordertown, N. J., where the _ kingly 
Bonaparte busied and contented himself 
with teaching a few children French. 
Several fans in glass cases, which belonged 
to Martha Randolph, daughter of President 
Jefferson, the Duchesse de Vendome, sister 
of King Albert of the Belgians and the 
Comtesse de Paris, mother of the Ex-Queen 
Amelie of Portugal are arranged on the 
walls. A gold leaf side chair owned by 
Dolly Madison, another gilt arm chair from 
the old Prince mansion in New York, and 
a charming gilt table with delicately painted 
china top that belonged to the wife of 
President McKinley. A Sheraton lounge, 
several walnut arm chairs that had been 
used by Lincoln, and a huge walnut 
secretary, every shelf of which is complete- 
ly filled with rare specimens of copper 
lustre. 

The dining room contains a handsome 


inlaid Sheraton sideboard, An inlaid Shera- 
ton cabinet that stood for years in the 


old British Embassy in Washington and 
sold by Lady Lindsey, has its shelves filled 
with one of the largest collections of silver 
lustre and silver resist in the United States. 
A fine oil portrait of Washington and one 
by Gilbert Stuart of Mrs. Pierce, of Rhode 
Island, ornament the walls. Dolly Madison’s 
small writing desk cleverly conceals— 
of all things a modern radio—while her 
two opal glass snuff containers stand above 
on the top of the desk. Another old cherry 
cabinet holds lovely examples of Venetian 
glass, and several articles of old Dresden 
and Vienna ware that stood for years in the 
former Kaiser’s palace in Potsdam but 
which were discarded shortly after his flight 
to Holland at the close of the World War, 
and were purchased by Dr. Rice on his last 
trip to Europe. 


The parlor leading from the dining room 
has many charming and interesting old 
pieces, among which may be mentioned an 
oil portrait of that famous Baltimore Belle, 
Betsey Patterson, who was so unhappily 
wed to Napoleon’s fickle brother; a grand- 
father’s clock, not to mention shelf upon 
shelf of beautifully bound books, many of 
which were presented to Dr. Rice by the 
various authors; Louis XV gilt cabinet, ex- 
quisitely painted and containing small 
bibelots that at one time or another be- 
longed to the wives of the presidents of 
the United States. 


The bedrooms are equally interestingly 
furnished with several canopy topped beds, 
one of President Buchanan’s and one of 
beautiful San Domingo mahogany with fig- 
ures painted by the celebrated female artist, 
Angelica Kauffman. The later belonged 
to Mark Hanna, a cousin of Dr. Rice’s. 
There are several old blanket chests bulg- 
ing with colorful woven coverlets and 
applique quilts; a choice highboy, brought 
to America in 1763; an ornate clock of 
President Harding; shaving mirrors; chests 
of drawers; and desks and tables. 


Dr. Rice, besides being interested in his 
various collections, is author of several vol- 
umes of family history and is an authorit; 
on local Ohio lore. He was a close and 
personal friend of President McKinley and 
Harding, and Wm. Jennings Bryan. 
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Old Silver 


By H. L. DURRELL 


MAY splendid books have been written 

about“Old Silver” and how to collect it. 
They are fine reading and well worth 
studying, but for the novice, just entering 
the field, some of these publications, go in- 
to too infinite details describing items which 
are very rare, and seldom encountered, such 
as specimens dating back to the seventeenth 
century and beyond. Here in America, we 
have only a few large collections, which 
ever possess any of these pieces, yet occa- 
sionally we do come upon old family pieces, 
which were made by the early American 
silversmiths, 


Any proven piece of early American 
silver which was made prior to 1770, is 
rare, and can be valued only by how clever 
and important the silversmith was who 
made the piece. For instance, any piece 
made by Potwine, Revere, or Coney, is al- 
most priceless. There are at least thirty 
early silversmith’s whose works bring very 
high prices, and lucky is the party who 
finds an old spoon, or tea-pot, from their 
hands. There are at least a hundred other 
smiths whose work is not’so important. 
Some of their work is crude. Some silver- 
smiths stick to one work. In other cases 
many different marks, were used which 
makes it very hard to establish an absolute 
fact, as to who made what, and when. 
There are also clever forgeries to detect 
frauds. Many crooks are smarter than those 
who were simple silversmiths. 


In my home town, I am often called upon 
to pass judgment on old silver, by family 
possessors, jewelry stores, and junk metal 
buyers who as a rule get more old and val- 
uable silver as junk, than any collector 
could ever hope to find. Ninety-nine per 
cent of all the stuff I look over is merely 
old silver, like the coin silver of 1825-1850, 
which of course is of no particular value, 
unless there is some family sentiment at- 
tached. This silver, which consists mostly 
of “Fiddle-Spoons” (so-called from shape) 
is neither rare nor valuable, is very abun- 
dant, and a set of six teaspoons, and two 
tablespoons, to match, are to be had for 
about five dollars. This is the best possible 
proof, that they are not antique, in any 
sense, 


Recently a woman asked me to look over 
her silver, stating that it was very, very 
old, and belonged to her greatest of grand- 
mothers, After much unwrapping of par- 
cels, cloth, tissue paper and all, the contents 
proved to be “Coin Silver” of about 1830. 
During the conversation, I inquired if she 
had other pieces, and she said there was 
a worthless old spoon in the kitchen-cabinet 
drawer, And so there was, among the can 
openers and other junk, a fine old spoon 
from the hand of James Turner Circa, 1739. 
It was not a particularly valuable item, yet 
Turner’s mark is established, and twenty- 
five dollars was a very reasonable price, 
which was gladly paid for the spoon. 


My advice to the beginner is to first study 
the lines and patterns of old silver, the 
shape of handles, and style of decoration, 
which in the old days even as now, were 
changed according to fashion, Marks are for 
the expert rather than the novice, and they 
are not wholly reliable in a final test, even 
to a connoisseur. By marks I mean the 
maker’s initials, not necessarily, the pellets, 
stars, shape of ribbons, and shields. Collect- 
ing old silver, like anything else, requires 
patience and study, and one must actually 
handle the pieces, to become well versed. 
The feel of the old, can hardly be acquired 
by reading a book. Eventually the student 
can tell a genuine old piece, from quite a 
long distance, if he has courted the sixth 
sense, which is really imagination, Would 
collectors become adept, in the field of old 
silver, which is one of the most fascinating 
branches in the field of antiques, they should 
start with old spoons as they are more nu- 
merous than any other pieces. Consequently, 
they cost less than other items. If one is in 
earnest, he will find it is a long step from 
Apostle to Trefid, from Trefid to Coffin- 
Head, and from Coffin’s to the Fiddle’s, and 
so on down. The patina of fine old silver, 
is lovely indeed, and as readily determined 
as that of old furniture, which if faked, in 
reality only fools the faker.

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Collects Rogers Groups for Museum 


William Germaine Dooley, antiques edi- 
tor, of The Boston Transcript, recently re- 
ported an interesting episode regarding col- 
lecting of Rogers groups by the New York 
Historical Society. 

Said Mr. Dooley: 

“Rivalry among the collectors of Rogers 
groups begins to assume interesting pro- 
portions, Recently the New York Histori- 
cal Society announced in the New York 
Times that it had succeeded in gathering 
‘fifty-five of these specimens of the homely 
statuary popular in the last century and 
lacks only twenty-one to make a complete 
set’? making an estimated total of seventy- 
six different models of the plaster statuary 
groups made by the American sculptor, 
John Rogers. Miss Harriet S. Tapley, act- 
ing director of the Essex Institute at 
Salem (the birthplace of John Rogers), re- 
plied with the information that there is 
on exhibition at the Essex Institute ‘sixty- 
three different specimens, with about 
twenty-five lacking, some of which it will 
be impossible to obtain,’ making a total 
of about ninety in the series. The latter 
estimate is perhaps the most accurate, and 
the collection at Salem is probably (in the 
absence of definite information) the most 
complete in the country. The Harrison 
Gray Otis house has about nineteen of the 
series and some duplicates. Many of these 
depicted Civil War groups; ‘The Wounded 
Scout,’ ‘The Fugitive’s Story,’ and the 
‘Picket Guard.’ Others were taken from 
Irving’s ‘Legend of Sleepy Hollow,’ and 
from the homely scenes which portrayed 
‘The Coming to the Parson,’ ‘Weighing the 
Baby,’ ‘Going for the Cows.’ With these 
scenes and in sentimental times the Rogers 
groups had a tremendous appeal, no home 
being complete without its parlor group. 
At the turn of the century, changing tastes 
have caused most of these to be destroyed. 
They are now collected as ar incident and 
illustration of a lost phase of American 
life.”

Mounting Arrow Points 


HOBBIES: 
In the 
reader asks 


November issue of HOBBIES, a 
for information about mount- 
ing arrow points. 

I have a large collection of Indian arrows, 
something like a thousand already mounted. 

I am glad to tell you the way that I have 
found the most satisfactory to mount them. 
I use antique walnut picture frames, about 
twenty by thirty inches in size. I cover the 
back with pool table felt, heavy black satin, 
or any strong dark cloth, tacked on with 
small tacks. Back of this I put fine galvan- 
ized screen wire; and then arrange the ar- 
row points, as nearly uniform in size as 
possible in suitable designs. Then, I find the 
large battery cable is best to wire them on. 
Split the cable, take the small wire, and 
wire the arrows, top and bottom; I use a 
small pick to open the closing between the 
wire meshes. Then twist the wire enough 
to hold the arrows solid. This cable wire is 


soft enough that it can be easily twisted,’ 


with small pliers, fairly tight. The back of 
the frame can then be covered with any 
kind of board backing—and you have a dis- 
play that can be easily carried in a car, 
or shipped without damage, 

I have as high as 200 on a 20” x 30” 
frame, in arrows from bird point size up.

Excavating Ancient Burials 


HOBBIES: 

During July, C, K. Scott and myself, ex- 
cavated what I believe is one of the oldest 
burial grounds in this country. The camp- 
site and burial grounds are on top of a 
hill that at one time was the bank of the 
river, However the river is slowly working 
westward and at the present time is a half 
a mile or more from its old bank. 

The main camp was on a small ridge 
and is completely covered with cooking fires 


to a depth of three feet. Digging in thes: 
fires we found, animal bones, clam shells, 
broken pottery and some stone implements 

The burial ground was found in a loy 
spot to the east of the campsite. In all 
thirty-one burials were found, and while ; 
great many of them had nothing whateve: 
buried with them we got thirty-three pieces 
of pottery and several stone objects. No 
beads or ornaments of any kind were found. 

The majority of the burials were placed 
with the head in a northerly direction but 
the ones that contained the most were buried 
with the head to the South. They wer 
buried from ten inches to three feet deep 
and all the bones were in a very poor state 
of preservation. There were two doubie 
burials and one buried over another, 

Of the thirty-one, sixteen contained no 
mortuary offering and the other fifteen had 
from one to seven pieces buried with them. 
These were water bottles of various shapes 
and designs and food bowls and vases. 

One morning my six-year-old son went 
with me and he picked out a place for me 
to dig saying he was sure there was some- 
thing there. It didn’t look very promising 
but I dug to humor him and found a sku!! 
with the wisdom teeth just coming through. 
This burial contained six pieces of pottery. 
Jimmy was quite proud to think he had 
helped me to such a find but I had to giv: 
him one of the pots for his help. 

One of the outstanding specimens of thi 
field was a small shallow bowl with knot 
handles that were hollow and made to rattle 
It is hard to tell why it was made that wa) 
but I think there was some charm about it 
It is now on exhibition at the Ellis Muse 
um at Maquoketa, Iowa. 

We dug this stuff in our spare time an 
thus saved it from the plow. In a fe 
more years cultivation will have ruine 
these old relics so it behooves us to get ther 
while we can. I’ll have some more to repo! 
from Saline County, Arkansas in the nea 
future.—J. W. Ellis, Arkansas.

These flints were made by prehistoric 
man by hand. Originally he obtained a 
large piece of flint and from this with the 
aid of a quartzite pebble as hammer he 
would flake off pieces. Sometimes the flakes

arrowheads or knives. 

Arrowheads are of two main kinds, the 
first, shaped like a diamond or a pointed 
leaf, belongs to the Neolithic (late Stone) 
Age, and the second has barbs and a tang 
for binding to the shaft. This dates from 
the Bronze Age. It is worth noting that 
while domestic implements are found on the 
sites of prehistoric dwellings, arrowheads 
may be found almost anywhere, as the hunt- 
ers roamed far afield and arrows were 
easily lost. 

Besides the flake implements, there are 
many kinds of implements shaped out of the

flint pebbles themselves. The outer cru: 
was chipped off wholly or partly and th 
core fashioned as required, The earliest im 
plement was the hand-axe, which wa 
grasped in the fist like a dagger. It 
merely a conveniently-shaped nodule of 
flint with one end roughly chipped to 
point. Later types are flaked all over so as 
to leave none of the crust. 

Later still the celt was developed from 
the hand-axe. The latter has a broad base 
for the hand and a point for the working 
end, and is sharp at the sides. The celt, has 
a hatchet edge at the working end. The 
sides, as well as the faces, may be flat, the 
butt end is more or less pointed, and the 
implement is smoothed and_ polished 
over by grinding on sandstone. This im- 
plement was bound to a shaft and used 
like a modern axe. 

Serapers are often found, the principal 
types being the side-scraper, which was 
used like a razor blade for scraping skins, 
and the end scraper, with a narrow edge, 
used like a chisel, The latter are common- 
est in England. Another type, often found 
in Ireland, is the ho!low scraper, in which 
the sharp edge is shaped like a “U” for 
smoothing wooden shafts of arrows, ete. 

The making of these implements should 
be classed as a fine art, which can be seen 
especially in the marvelous workmanship of 
some of the small and delicate arrowheads. 
After the general shape had been complete: 
by flaking, a second series of much sma! 
er flakes was removed around the sides t 
finish the cutting edges. Careful pressure 
with another flint or even with a horn tov! 
evidently supplemented the chipping. 

A great help to boys and girls intereste 
in this wonderful study will be found in tl 
numerous collections exhibited in museun $ 
all over the country. London, Mancheste 
Glasgow, Cardiff, Oxford, Cambridge, Edi 
burgh, Ipswich and Reading have partic 
larly good public collections. 

In most cases information can be gain 
as to what may be found in certain loca 
ties, 

The principal difficulty in flint collecti 
is to know whether certain flints found ae 
of human or accidental origin, Natural] 
formed flints may be found which are clos 
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similar in shape to well-known types of 

iplements, Frost-pitting, for example, may 

ve an effect which would easily be taken 
the inexperienced for flaking. 

One good clue to human workmanship is 

hat is known technically as the “bulb of 

‘reussion.” When a flake is removed from 

flint by striking a flat surface on it, the 

ike will show a bump or bulb immediately 
low the striking point and the bulb will 
continued by a series of waves or rip- 
es radiating from that point. The core of 
the flint will show a corresponding hollow 
nd waves. 

The bulb of percussion can generally be 
taken as a sign of human handiwork, and 
even when it is missing the ripples show the 
directions from which the blows’ were 
struck. A naturally-formed flint could hard- 
ly ever be flaked from several directions, 
and in just those directions in which a flint 
worker would work. 

Collectors should be careful to record full 
particulars of their finds, including where 
found, whether on the surface or buried, 
and the nature of the deposit (gravel beds 
are the most promising). Specimens may 
be marked with a reference number, using 
a pen and oil paint of contrasting color. 

Classifications is not easy, but a great 
deal of help will be obtained from the Brit- 
ish Museum’s “Guide to the Antiquities of 
the Stone Age,” 2s. 6d., the cheapest and 


best handbook to the subject.

Sacrificial Mound of Indians 
Yields Victim’s Bones 


That the ancient Indians practiced hu- 
man sacrifice has been proved by the find- 
ing of four skeletons in a Missouri mound, 
according to a recent article in Popular 
Mechanics, A seven-by-nine-foot pit was 
found, with the bones at the bottom. The 
bones, all small, are believed to indicate 
that the victims were women, perhaps of- 
fered as a sacrifice to the fire god, whom 
the early Indians worshipped. Boulders, so 
heavy that each taxed the strength of four 
men to move, were in such a position that 
they probably were used to pin the living 
sacrifices to the floor of the pit. The rocks 
had been burned red by intense heat. Char- 
coal in the burial mound was that from 
oak wood. Backs of the victims’ skulls were 
not burned, indicating that they were laid 
face up. Construction of the sacrificial vault 
shows that the Indians knew the principle 
of the arch. Rocks used to build the walls 
and roof were so well fitted that only ce- 
ment was lacking for perfect construction. 





Idol of “God of the Flayed” 
Found in Mexican Cache 


A cache of rare idols has been found 
twenty-five miles northeast of Mexico City. 
The most curious object is a hollow clay 
idol of Xipe of half human size. Xipe is 
a gruesome god, thought to have originated 
in Oaxaca, who is always represented as 
wearing the skin of a human victim, says 
Popular Mechanics Magazine. He was assc- 
ciated with various ancient agricultural 
rites, and during the yearly festival in his 
honor, men who had taken captives in war, 
sacrificed them, flayed the bodies and wore 
their skins during the ensuing month.

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Collecting Cigarette Cards 


There has been such a great increase in 
the popularity of collecting cigarette cards, 
says a London dealer that this new hobby 
seems likely to become very widespread. 
The cards issued in variety by cigarette 
manufacturers exhibit a wide range of gen- 
eral knowledge illustrated by picture and 
explanatory text, and also include issues 
and errors as rare and as fascinating as 
those found in stamp collecting, says the 
dealer, 


Cigarette cards were first introduced into 
this country as stiffeners for the paper 
packets in vogue nearly forty years ago. In 
America, however, cards with stamps at- 
tached were issued as early as 1885. 


The early issues are especially desired 
by collectors, since little is known about 
them, many firms concerned having appar- 
ently kept no records. However, detailed 
and authentic lists are available to collect- 
ors as a result of research by a firm of 
cigarette card dealers. 


Many collectors specialize in a single 
group of subjects, such as sport, naval, and 
military matters, architecture, history, en- 
gineering and invention, botany, or natural 
history. Others prefer to collect only those 
issued by a single firm—Wills—for example. 
The subjects covered are legion. 


Collectors who have other interests, such 
as art, collecting cap badges, travel pic- 
tures, medals, and so on, find that sets 
covering these interests are of great 
value to them. Milhoff, Lea, and Ogden for 
instance have published some very beautiful 
series on Pottery and Porcelain, attractive 
-enough to interest the cigarette card col- 
lector, but especially fascinating to those 
who also collect pieces of pottery and por- 
celain, 

A point that makes for the popularity of 
cigarette card collecting is the fact that a 
really comprehensive and large collection 
can be built up at a very low cost, on the 
other hand, rare sets have changed hands 
at as much as £25 (about $100.) says the 
English commentator.

Souvenirs of the Stage

Perhaps, they will concentrate on tragedy 
or comedy, or certain actors and certain 
actresses. Very likely most of the new col- 
lectors will generalize and acquire all that 
is to be had concerning the people who make 
the footlights. 


Among the collectors of general material 
about the stage is Karl Becca, of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, who for a number of years 
was associated with the late Florez Zieg- 
field. Becca’s treasures include carvings, 
phvtographs of famous actors and actresses, 
and the many other things which were as- 
sociated with this field.

EADERS who save and study match- 

box labels and stamps have a very 
good chance of practicing a bit of detective 
work. They can imagine they are Sherlock 
Holmes, and by studying a label see if 
they can find out—or deduce, as Sherlock 
Holmes would say—something about the 
people who buy them. 


Well, here is a chance for a test, Hans C. 
Schlicht, of Australia, who has well over 
5000 different brands, has written: a de- 
scription of the brands of two countries 
which at present are mentioned almost 
every day in the papers. 


“Neither China nor Russia make very 
many matches, he states, although in the 
last few years Russia has been increasing 
her output, and has expected some to 
United States, England, Australia, and the 
East. 


“Most of the Chinese labels are written 
in Chinese. Some of the _ exceptions 
are the Awaking Lion, Monogram, and 
Conquerer. The rarest of these is the Con- 


querer, which is a very brightly-colored 
label in blue and red, showing a Chinese 
soldier about to plant the Chinese flag in 
a new country. 


“Amongst the rare brands printed in Chi- 
nese are designs which looks very queer 
to our eyes. Perhaps the rarest is a brand 
snowing three wild-looking dragons, This 
label has no English writing on it, so I 
do not know what is represents. A brand 
having a more obvious design has a gun 
with a flag flying from the bayonet and 
a sword lying across the gun. Sometime 
ago you could buy this brand at any Chi- 
nese shop in Melbourne. There is one 
more brand I would like to mention—the 
Rickshaw brand. It is printed in very 
bright colors. There are numbers of other 
interesting Chinese brands which I could 
describe to you, but I must leave room for 
a few Russian brands as well. 


“T have not seen very many of the old 
Russian brands, and have only a few in 
my collection. Anyhow, they are not much 
to look at, although they are very rave. 
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Most of the modern labels are made for 
export. The Russians did not send many 
to Australia owing to the high duties 
charged at the Customs department, The 
only brands that were sent here were the 
Templevane and the Sport. I have one 
very rare brand that was made in Russia 
for use in Harbin, in central China. It is 
a crude design in red, with a yellow back- 
ground, showing a running deer. 

“Some of the Russian brands sent to 
Americs and England are advertisements 
for business firms; such as the Lewis Ltd. 
sent to England, and the Green Hat, made 
for A. Pick and Co., United States. 
Russian designers have copied some of the 
brands made by other countries, the best 
of them being Avalite, Double Horse, Red 
Line, Standard, Director, and Festival. 

“The names of some of the rarest 
Russian brands are worth knowing. There 
is the Lion, which is nothing outstanding 
in design; another rare brand is the Green 
Point, which shows a giant match, with 
a green-colored head. 

“Quite a number of the Russian brands 
now have ‘Foreign Made’ printed on them 
instead of ‘Made in Russia,’ evidently 
owing to the feeling there is against 
Russian goods in some _ countries.—The 
Age, Melbourne, Australia.
